—In exercise of the powers conferred under paragraph 16 of the Export & Import Policy, 
1992—97, as amended, the Director General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendment in the Handbook of 
Procedures (Vol, 1), 1992--97 :— 

1, In Chapter IV at the end of paragraph 11 the following new Paragraph shall be added :— 

"Duplicate copy of 1 EC No. 11 a. Where an IEC code No. is lost or misplaced, a request 

for grant of duplicate copy thereof will be considered 
by the licensing authority who issued the original cer¬ 
tificate. Such a rfequest should be accompanied with 
bank receipt/demand draft of Rs. 200 towards applica¬ 
tion fee. The duplicate copy of IEC code No. so issued 
should bear an endorsement that 'the duplicate IEC 

No.has been issued in lieu of the original IEC 

No.dated.' " 
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2. (i) In Chapter VII, the following amendments shall be made :— 

(a) In Paragraph 125 for "Appendix V" read "Appendix XXII" 

(b) Ip paragraph 12<5(i) for "Appendix XVIII" read "Appendix XXXVI" 

(ii) In Appendix V, the following amendments shall be made :— 

(a) Column 8 shall he deleted; 

(b) Column 9 shall be renumbered as column 8. 

3. Attention is invited to M nistry o ? Commerce Public Notice No. 245/(PN)/92—97 dated 20-10*94 whereby para¬ 
graph 19(1) of the Handbook of Procedures (VoL 1) 1992—97 was amended by incorporating the following after the first 
sentence:— 

’Replenishment Licence for Gems & Jewellery issued in terms of para 79 of the Export & Import Policy and Paragraph 
132 of this book shall tie endorsed with a period of validity of 18 months." 

Accordingly, para 19(1) of the Handbook of Procedures (Vol. 1) 1992—97 shall read as under:— 

'An import licence/CCF shall ordinarily be endorsed with a period of validity of 12 months. Replenishment Licence 
for Gems & Jewellery issued in terms of para 79 of the Export and Import Policy and Paragraph 132 of this book 
shall be endorsed with a period of validity of 18 months. However, a licence to import capital goods shall ordinarily 
be endorsed for a period of validity of 24 months. Where the date of expiry of the licence falls before the last date 
of the month; the licence shall te deemed to be valid until the last day of the month." 

Paragraphs 2 and 3 above st all be deemed to have been incorporated in the Revised Edition (April, 1995) of Handbook 
of Procedures 1992—97 with effect from 1st May, 1995.
